liuman body; ns In all probability tho swelling of Ibis substance will render its 
exit impossible. This is still moro true as regards children, from the compara¬ 
tively small sizo of tho larynx. 

“ 2d. Metallic substances, or those not embraced under tho preceding head, 
when engaged in the larynx, or lodged in tho lungs, may bo trusted with more 
impunity. If Hat, they naturally present an edge to the tube, so as to permit the 
passage of air on oither sido. When lodged in tho bronchus, such a substance 
becomes aftor atimo enveloped in mucus, so as to obstruct tho free act of respira¬ 
tion; it is then forced upwards, and in the strugglo which ensues, the muons is 
disengaged. The body then falls back, and remains quiescent until it again be¬ 
comes covered with mucus, when tho process of dislodgment is repeated. Some¬ 
times, in the violent cough which occurs at tho change of place of this body, it iB 
forced out into tho mouth and swallowed, or ejected; at others, by coming up 
suddenly, when tho patient’s attention is distracted, it takes tho larynx, as it were, 
by surprise, and easily escapes. 

« An interesting caso of this latter class occurred in a little girl, n patient of Dr. 
Halo, in whom tracheotomy was performed by Dr. J. C. Warren, for the removal 
of the wooden stopper of an inkstand, which had been sucked into tho trachea. 
As soon ns this passage was opened, all irritation subsided, tho foreign substance 
settled down into the bronchus, and although the wound was kept open a week, 
and attempts made to dislodge it, they wero without avail. Somo months after¬ 
wards, as the patient was looking out of a window, very intently watching the 
passing of a military company, tho substanco came up without effort into the 
mouth, and was nt once expelled. 

“ 3d. If tho substanco is lixed in the bronchus, and tho patient young, tho pros¬ 
pect of seizing it by instruments introduced through tho wound, and carried down 
in tho direction of tho lungs, is extremely small. In fact I do not know of a sin¬ 
gle successful caso upon record, with tho exception of one, in which Mr. Liston 
opened the trachea of an adult, and introducing tho forceps with somo difficulty, 
seized a bone, which had becomo engaged in tho right bronchus. 

“4lh. Somo doubts will arise, however, ns to tho propriety of leaving in any 
caso a foreign substanco for a period of time in tho lungs, without an effort to re- 
tnovo it. For although it may finally becomo detached and be ejected, as it fro- 
cjuenlly is, after remaining many months or years imbedded in the substance of 
the lungs, or slowed away irt tho bronchial lubes, yet fatal organic lesions nro not 
uncommonly tho result. The judgment of tho surgeon must therefore bo deter¬ 
mined by rho circumstances of tho particular caso. 

“ it is remarkable in how great a number of thosccnscs, which wo find recorded 
as having occurred in children, tho substanco introduced was a common garden 
bean. Dr. Twitchell, of Keene, N. II., in the New England Quarterly Journal of 
Medicine and Surgery, mentions two instances, irt which he operated with suc¬ 
cess. Many of a similar character may be found, by looking through tho differ¬ 
ent periodicals. 

« Should another case of this kind occur to mo, I should at onco perform tho 
operation of tracheotomy, and by a free use of ether, attempt to allay tho irritability 
of tho air-passages, so as to allow a more easy exploration by instruments, than is 
generally afforded in the natural state.” 

Application of the Nitrate of Silver to the Larynx in Croup. —Da. Ciiam.es Ware 
records, in tho Boston Med. and Surg. Journ ., (Dec. 22d, 1847,) a case of mom- 
branons croup successfully treated by the application of a solution of nitrate of silver 
(one drachitt of the salt iit one ounce of water) to tho larynx by means of a piece 
of sponge attached to a whalebone staff The disease, in this case, was obviously 
limited to the trachea, if not to tho larynx, and, in this respect, was peculiarly 
favourable for this treatment. 

Da. iii.AKKMAN has also recorded, in tho New York Journ. of Med., (March, 
1847,) two cases of membranous croup successfully treated by tho same means., 

Chloride of Gold in Granular Lids. —Da. W. Cray Wai.i.ace recommends ( Boston 
Med. and Surg. Journ., Nov. 3) a solution of six or eight grains to an ounce of 
water as vastly superior to the nitralo of silver for the cure of chronic granular 
lids; in recent oases, he says, it is inferior to the first mentioned application.

Traumatic Tetanus curat by Strychnine.—Dn. P. M. Koli.ock relates, in tho South, 
cm Medical and Surgical Journal , (Oct., 1847,) a ease of traumatic tetanus, occur- 
ring in a negro girl, which terminated favourably uniter tho use of strvohnino in 
the dorfe of 1 , ? th of a grain every two hours. } 

Rigidity of the Os Uteri treated by Injections of Uclladonna.—'Oc. A. II. Cenas records, 
in the Acid Orleans Med. and Surg. Journ., Nov. 1847, four cases of rigidity of the 
os uteri, in which he administered a walory solution of tho detract of belladonna 
by injection into tho vagina with advantage. Dr. C. thinks, that the want of suc¬ 
cess which some practitioners havo met with, is owing to their mode of using it 
lie says, to secure the direct contact of tho arlielo, a watory infusion of tho oxtract 
should bo applied by means of an ordinary vagina syringe. 

Dr. Joseph Dve ; of Georgia, recommends the same practice. 

Ether Inhalation in Intermittent Fever.— It is stated, in tho Illinois and Indiana Med 
aiidSurg. Journ., (Oct. and Nov., 1847,) that Mr. J. W. Fueer, a pupil in tho Chicago 
Hospital, has employed ether in intermittent fever, “with tho most delightful ro- 
Rulls. Two or three inhalations invariably arrestod tho paroxysm indantanc- 
ously during the cold stage, brought on diaphoresis, and in cases wliero tlioro was 
no unusual exertion, tho paroxysms havo not returned.”
